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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's EDS filed on November 26, 2003 and Request for Reconsideration filed on 
December 08, 2003 has been reviewed. 

2. Claims 1-35, 41, 43, and 62-66 are presented for examination. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code § 103 not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office Action. 

4. Claims 33-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over Turtle US 
patent no. 5,265,065, in view of Liddy et al. (Liddy) patent no. 6,006,221. 

5. Turtle and Liddy were cited as prior art in the last office action. The rejections are 
respectfully maintained and incorporated by reference as set forth in the last office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Applicant's arguments filed on September 16, 2003 in regard to claims 1-32, 41, 43, and 
62-66 have been fully considered and they are deemed to be persuasive. 

Claims 1-32, 41, 43, and 62-66 are allowed over the prior aft of record. 
The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
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The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination 
determining the relationship between the first and second textual inputs based on the constituents 
identified as set forth in independent claims 1, 23, 41, and 62. 

Claims 2-22, 24-32, 43, and 63-66 being further limiting to independent claims 1, 23, and 
41, definite and enable by the Specification are also allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant argues that neither Turtle nor Liddy et al. teach or suggest determining the 
relationship between two textual inputs. 

As to point this, Examiner respectfully disagrees. The feature of determining the 
relationship between two textual inputs has not been given patentable weight because the 
recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight 
where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the 
body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process 
steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 
USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 
1951). 

8. Applicant's arguments in regard to claims 33-35 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive.
